Washington, D. C., Jan. 3.—An in- 


crease of more than 100 percent in the 
money of the world within less than 
a generation will be one of the most 
interesting exhibits of the annual re- 
port of the director of the mint, which 
is now .going through the press. 


Nearly tlhe whole of this increase 


is in metallic money, and much the 
larger proportion is in gold. 
The to- 


tal stock reported in 1873 was about 
$4,600,000,000, of which more than half 
was in paper money not fully cover- 
ed by metaMc reservles. 


The situation iat the beginning of 


1900 stowed -a total monetary stock 
of about$11,800,000,000, or wliich only 
litUe.ntore than one-fourth was in un- 
covefed^paper money. 


Director Roberts finds that, while 


the total money supply of tihe world 
has increased -about ?7,000,000,000, the 
increase'in gold money since 1S73 has 
been about ?3,600,000,000, in 
silver 


about $2,750,000,000, and in uncovered 
paper'ooly about $650,000,000.

Fire Volleys at Owner—An Exciting 


Night at the Village of Cavette, Six 
Miles North of Van Wert, Ohio — 
Desperate Running Fight with the 
Robbers, 


Lima, O., Jan. 4.—A gang of heavily 


armed and desperate robbers took pos- 
session of the little village of Gavotte, 
six miles north of Van Wert, on the 
Cincinnati Northern railroad, 
this 


morning between 2 and 3 o'clock. They 
were prepared for business, and, after 
breaking into the general store of Will- 
iam Hoagland, a part of the gang sur- 
rounded his home, adjoining the store, 
and commenced firing through the win- 
dows. 
While half a dozen 
of the 


gang were amusing themselves smash- 
ing the windows in Mr. Hoagland's 
residence, the other three were at work 
on the big safe in his 
store. 
They 


drilled the lock, put in a charge of ni- 
troglycerin and touched it oft. In the 
meantime Mr. Hoagland managed to 
reach one of the windows unharmed, 
and called to the bandits, asking what 
was wanted. 
They replied with an- 


other volley, and then told him they 
wanted his money. He told them it 


in the safe in his store, and that 


he would go there and get it for them 
if they would quit shooting. They an- 
swered with another volley, and told 
him that he need not pay any atten- 
tion to them, as their companions wera 
at work on -the safe and would have it 
open in a few seconds. Mr. Hoagland 
secured his shotgun and opened flre 
on the bandits, but they were secreted 
behind trees and 
he could 
not hit 


them.

While he was firing at them the rob- 


bers in the store finished their work. 
The safe was blown to pieces 
and 


much of the money it contained was 
destroyed, so heavy was the charge. 
The entire town was shaken by the 
force of the explosion, and the resi- 
dence of Mr. Hoagland. was badly dam- 
aged. 
The storeroom was partially 


wrecked. The entire' town was aroused. 
People ran into the street in their night' 
clothes, although the mercury was be- 
low zero. The greatest excitement pre- 
vailed. 
Men armed themselves ' with 


whatever kind of firearms they could 
find about their homes and started aft- 
?r the robbers. Some of the posse were 
only partially dressed, and many had 
their feet and .hands frozen.

THINKS THAT MARS 


HAS INHABITANTS 


NIKOLA TESLA HAS A PLAN TO 


COMMUNICATE WITH THEM. 


He ia Trying to Establish an Electrical 


Code—He Believes That the Planet 
is Inhabited and That Its Peo- 
ple Are Signalling to the Earth — 
Interesting Ideas of the Professor. 


New York, Jan. 4.—Nikola Tesla's 


remarkable discovery, which he be- 
lieves was the signals of the people 
of Mars or Venus to the earth, has 
drawn to the electrical wizard once 
more the attention of the scientists all 
over the world. 
Today he discussed 


the matetr again, and went more 
into details than when he flrst gave 
the result of his experiments. 
He1 


told of the disturbances his instru- 
ments recorded while at work on the 
top of a Colorado mountain peak, and 
added: 


Mars Is Inhabited. 


"I share the belief of the 
other 


scientific men that the planet Mars 
is inhabited; that the inhabitants are 
intelligent and that they are trying to 
communicate with the 
inhabitants 


Of the other planets including our 
earth" 


.Mr. Tesla was asked about the ma- 


chine Tie thinks might be constructed 
to carry the signals from the earth to 
the planets, but as to the practical 
details of establishing a system of 
interplanetary cQmmunicatio.n he is; 
not yet prepared to talk. 
, His suggestion, however, of an in- 
terchange of mathematical 
forms 


would indicate at once a practical ba- 
sis of operations by means of initiat- 
ing electrical disturbances at the 
three angles of .a vast triangle de- 
scribed over an immense area of the 
earth's surface. 


Could Establish a Code. 


Observers 
at these points with 


means ait command for the transmis- 
sion of powerful electric 
energy 


could thus indicate to the inhabitants 
of Mars in 'unmistakable manner the 
species of form language in which it 
was desired to communicate. 
Thus, 


little' by little an intelligent 
code 


could be established containing pos- 
sibilities for the acquisition of ex- 
act data concermig other worlds far 
beyond the wildest dreams or necro- 
mancers. 


Mr. Tesla naturally regards his 


latest discovery as far and away'the 
most important that he has ever made. 
He is positive that the disturbance 
which agitated his machine is neither 
of solar nor terrestial origin, but pro- 
ceeded from one of the planets. 
He 


says that in his Colorado labratory 
the instrument tihat he was using to 
observe the electrical condition of the 
earth was affected in an unaccount- 
able manner, not once, but 
'many 


times, the number of impulses varying. 


Mr. Tesla now firmly believes that 


with improved apparatus at is not only 
probable but entirely possible, that -we 
shall be able to communicate with the 
inhabitants of the other planets.

T. Jeffrey of the Denver £ Rio Grande, 
who is chairman cf the Executive OQ- 
cers' association meeting four times 
each year in New York, says there is 
not a particle of truth in the reported 
gigantic railway combine which is to 
control all the great lines.

THE WAY TO. WAUPUN 


SLANDERING 
STATESMEN. 


One of the weaknesses of American 


people is their disposition to slander 
public men, especially men who are 
prominent in political life. 
There 


seems to be something about the prac- 
tice that is contagious, and as. a re- 
sult men of this character are ma- 
ligned by many people who have no 
acquaintance with them, and who 
-wouldn't know them if they met them 
face to face. As evidence of this fact 
there is just now being renewed in 
the state of Pennsylvania the old 
fight against Mathew S. Quay, 
in 


an effort 
to keep him out of 
the 


"United States senate. Sympathy with 
the fight 'against Mr. Quay extends 
to all part's of the country, and many 
people denounce him, not from any 
knowledge, they possess of his char- 
acter, but 'simply because it seems to 
be the popular thing to do, forget- 
ting the f^ct that the great state of 
Pennsylvania 
has 
recognized 
Mr. 


Quay's ability for many years, and 
that the fight, made against him at 
home is largely the result of jeal- 
ousy, led by Mr. Wannamakei1, who, 
•while a great .merchant and Sunday- 
school worker; has never been con- 
sidered a great statesman. 


What is true 
of Mr. Quay is 


equally true of Marcus M. Hanna, a 
man who has been ridiculed and slan- 
dered more •during the 
past year, 


than any man in the country. Not by 
people who .know him well, but by 
people who never met him and have 
-no knowledge of him, except what 
they have fathered from some slan- 
derous newspaper report. Mr. Han- 
na is one of the brightest statesmen 
that the country has ever produced. 
A man who 'possesses absolute hon- 
esty, clean; in morals and character, 
liberal to a' fault to the vast army of 
men that he employs, an intelligent, 
energetic American citizen, success* 
lul in everything he undertakes, yet

John R. Tanner, the 'retiring gov- 


ernor of Illinois, is another victim of 
this class, and largely so because t'rte 
Chicago Tribune and Times-Herald, 
both claiming to be republican organs, 
could not control him. The lies that 
they have told about him during the 
four years of his 
administration 


would fill a book, and yet the fact 
remains that Governor Tanner was 
the best business executive that the 
state ever had. 'When he succeefitu 
Altgeld he found a treasury depleted 
to the 
extent 
of $1,70"0,"000. 
• " He 


leaves 'the office with the state out 
of debt, and a large cash balance for 
his successor. His administration has 
been clean and wholesome, and not a 
whisper of slander 
has ever been 


breathed against it, yet he has been 
slandered because he is successful. 


It is easy to say that congress is 


corrupt, that' state legislatures are 
out for spoils, that public men are 
thieves, but it is the cheapest kind 
of criticism;, and ought .to be beneath 
the dignity of a great republic. The 
men in this country who are honoreu 
with office and "positions of public 
trust are usually honest ffierl, ;They 
possess not piUy honesty, but ability.. 
As a rule they are popular, rid that 
'means several desirable 
.:'aits 
of 


character. It means a larye and gen- 
erous nature, a warm anJ sympathet- 
ic heart. 
It means tact in dealing 


•with people, and usually well devel- 
oped common sense. 
The men who 


succeed in public life are to a great- 
er or less extent leaders of thought 
and public opinion. They may not all 
be great men, but they are compara- 
tively great. Their tenure of office 
depends 
largely 
upon themselves, 


and they'have' every incentive 
to 


honesty .and faithfulness. 
They are 


entitled; as a class, to better treat- 
ment-'tban they receive. 


telligant people with wheels in their j Z I M M E R M A N IS ON 
heads, are joining the Dowie ranks. 
Faith cure, 
Christian science, and 


other fads of this class, are likely 
to be eclipsed by the Zion movement. 


Four years ago the country went 


crazy wild .over the free silver fad 
and almost half the voting popular 
tion expressed a belief that a fifty 
cent dollar was honest. 


This spirit of restlessness suggests 


an element of danger, and prompts 
the question in the minds of many 
thoughtful people: 
Is the nation 


drifting away from the old landmarks 
toward a point where self-government 
is endangered? The fanatic, be he re- 
ligious 
or political, 
is 
an unsafe 


leader. France has been cursed with 
this kind of sentiment, ever since she 
became a republic, and it has al- 
ways been, and is today, an open 
question as to whether the nation will 
long continue under its present, form 
of government. Her weakness is, of 
course, socialism, but every fad of a 
political or religious character par- 
takes of the same nature. A man or 
woman who can swallow some of the 
fads that are so popular in this conn- 
try today, would reach .the border 
land of socialism, and develop into 
full edged citizenship, without per- 
spiring to. get there. 


What the country needs today more 


than any one thing is stability. There 
are some things that should be re- 
garded as sacred, and one of them is 
the faith of the fathers. It may be a 
little irksome,-but it is always reli- 
able. It ought not to he possjblt in 
this intelligent age for faith cure, 
Christian science, Dowieism, and fads 
of this class to gain a foothold, and 
the fact that they do, is not a flat- 
tering comment. 


Another thing that shouU] be held 


sacred is national honor and lipuepty, 
Fanatical heresy, along this line, if 
it ever wins, means nothing less 
than national ruin. 


Wisdom will prompt the nation as 


well as the individual to check and 
control the spirit of restlessness, so 
far as may be, in the interest of the 
best good.

During a part of Mr. Jackson's stu-

The late bishop came of a family of 


preachers. 
His father, Rev: W. 


Ninde, was a prominent figure in the 
Methodist church of his day with an 
unusual gift of persuasive 
speech.

contains about twenty negro farmers, 
who are tenants of wealthy residents of 
Poplar Bluff. They are peaceful, law- 
abiding, thrifty and prosperous.

whitecaps first visited the 
home of 


Nelson Simpson. He was called to the 
door and, on his 
appearance, was 


greeted with .a shower of bullets. He 
fell mortally wounded. 
Other negro 


residents were then visited and, after 
receiving harsh treatment, were warn- 
ed to leave the vicinity.
